LETTER FROM 


DOYLESTOWN 


A Breezy Communication from die 
County Seat. Rooitvelt Party Stroaj. 


Croydon Bridge Controverty. 


Doylestown, July 10. 
The intense heat of the past few 


days has created a dearth 01 news at 
the county seat although the Croydon 
bridge is still a topic of great interest 
and mote discussion. On Monday 
the trolley company Bled a petition for 
a mandamus to compel the County 
Commissioners to repair the bridge 
which will be heatd noxt Monday. 
The County Commissioners 
allege 


:hat tbey are at work repairing tbe 
aridge and hud started work before 
the presentation of the petition and 
that In a few days the 'bridge will 
be In a safe condition foi the use of 
the traveling public. This is ail right 
as far as it goes, but it Is not as far 
as tbe trolley company want them to 
go, but It Is far enough to prevent 
the.issiUng of a mandamus so that 
tbe laurels of victory will still re- 
main with the representatives of the 
taxpayers. 
The question at issue, 


when stripped of all its tecbnicalitiei 
is "Must Bucks county place all its 
bridges crossed by trolleys lu such a 
condition, that tbe trolleja can use 
them with no expense to the trolley 
company." Judge Byan in his able 
opinion indicated a method to be 
pursued by the Bristol trolley in the 
Droydbn bridge case but the trolley 
company will net adopt that method 
but are endeavoring to get around it 
by other proceedings which* will re- 
lieve them of all financial responsi- 
bility in the matter, but .they will 
find that Judge Ryan Is too able* 
jutist to be hoodwinked by sophris- 
ties. Of course all of tbe papers -ate 
prepared and all 
of" the 
methods 


adopted at the PhhUaeTelpltia end of 
the line. This lust performance is 
considered a wer.k one by those who 
have read it. Tbe position taken by 
tbe County Commissioners is that 
the trolleys may cross county bridge 
but tbey must do HO under an agree- 
ment with them. In the Croydon 
bridge- case no representative -of tbe 
trolley company has endeavored to ar- 
range matters with the Commissioueis 
nnr with their solicitor, Mr. DuBpIs, 
and until they do that the court will 
probably hestiate to intervene. A vic- 
tory lor tbe trolley company means 
an increased tax rate for the four 
other companies la tbe. county will 
^t once take. advantage of it and 
mandamus proceedings will be more 
than frequent. So far tbe Commis- 
sioners deserve great credit for their 
firm stand and John L. DuBois, Esq., 
their solicitor, equal credit for his 
legal skill in handling the case. 


The Roosevelt Progressive Party is 


quite popuar.at the county seat and 
allready numbers nearly a hundred 
voters. Tbe nomination of Mr. Roose- 
velt will increase tbeir number very 
materially ami in tbe event of there 
being a county organisation and a 
ticket put in the field for the Legis- 
lature If no one else wants it the 
county seat will furnish both candi- 
dates. These be evil days for tbe ini- 
quitous Pete and bis boss, when they 
start out to "line em up in blocks of 
five" this fall they will find tbe line 
decidedly sbiunken from other years 
and wavey at that. Then, too, quite 
a number of Gaudy's former rank 
and file are out. for Wilson and the

"Phenom" Smith, Well Known Here, 


Brought tbe Great Matibewwn 


Into Ine Limelight. - 


The name of Cbrinty Mutliewson, 


pitcher of the New York Giants, is 
knofcn to almut as many people, we 
venture to say, as that of any other 
man in the United Status, except 
President Taft, Colonel Roosevelt, and 
William Jennings Byron, aud for that 
reason practically all that we read 
about his career is interesting. He 
baa written for tbe St. Nicholas Mag- 
izlna the story of bow he became a 
"hi[ league" pitcher and though it is 
Intended for the rising generation, 
like everything else in this delightful 
publication for boys and girls, grown- 
up "fans'1 will like it too. "Mattr'V 
began to practice with a baseball 
when he was ten years old and lived 
in Faotoryvllle, Pennsylvania. It was 
then be began to learn to throw a 
curve. At the age of twelve he could 
throw both "ins" and "outs," and 
was allowed to play on a regular team 
of boys older than himself, but he 
was fourteen before he got a chance to 
pitch.

I know 
that your contract called for ninety 
dollars last season, but you will surely 
get this money, ai the club has sub- 
stantial backing.' 
"I signed the contract then and 
there. The colleges weren't as strict 
about tbeii men playing summer ball 
at that time. Now I would advise B 
buy who has exceptional ability as a, 
ball-player, to sign no contracts, and 
to take no money for playing, until 
he has finished college.

The name of Cliriaty Matlu'wuon, 
pitcher of the New York Giants, Is 
knofitn to about aa many people, we 
venture to aay, as that of any other 
man in the United State!-, except 
President Tuft, Colonel Roosevelt, mid 
William Jennings Byron, anil for that 
reason practically all that we read 
about bis oareer is interesting. He 
has written for th« St. Nicholas Mag- 
izine tbe story of bow he becane a 
"big-league" pitcher aud though it is 
Intended for the rising generation, 
like everything else In this delightful 
publication for boys and girls, grown- 
up "fans'1 will like It too. "Msttr'l 
began to practice with a baseball 
when he was ten years old and lived 
In Factoryvllle, Pennsylvania. It wan 
then be began to learn to throw a 
curve. At the age of twelve be could 
throw both "Ins" and "outs," and 
wa« allowed to play ott a regular team 
of boys older tlmn himself, but he 
was fourteen before be got a chance to 
pitch. He says that as an outfielder 
and batsman he was ordinary, hav- 
ing the habit of batting croas-hauded 
probably 
acquired 
from hoeing In 


tbe fields and chopping wood. 
In writing of his early experlenes, 


the following Is an extract relative to 
his "discovery" by John Smith, a 
former resident of Bristol, wao, atone 
time managed tha Bristol baseball 
team and also the Bristol National 
Ltague basket ball team: 
"In the fall of 1899, the BuckneH- 


football team went down to Philadel- 
phia to play the University of Penn- 
sylvania eleven, and this proved to be 
one of tbe most Important trips tbat I 
ever took. While our players were 
waiting around 
the hotel in tbe 


morning, a man named John Smith, 
known in basebal! circles as 'Phen- 
om John' Smith, came around to see 
me. He was an old pltchei aud had 
picked up the name of 'Phenomenal 
(shortened to 'Phenom') John1 in his 
palmy days in the box. Ho bad been 
the manager of the 1'orlland club 
in the New England League during 
the previous season, and bud seen me 
pitch with the Tan ton nine. 


"Mathewson, he said to me, 'I'm 


going to 
Norfolk in the Virginia 


League, to manage the club next 
season, and I'll give yon a steady job 
at eighty dollars a month. I know 
that your contract called for ninety 
dollars last season, but you will surely 
get this money, a« the club has sub- 
stantial backing.' 
I signed the contract then and 


there. The colleges weren't as strict 
about tbeii men playing summer ball 
at that lime. Now I would advise a 
bov who has exceptional ability as a, 
ball-player, to sign no contracts, and 
to take no money for playing, until 
he has finished college. 
Then if he 


cares to go into professional baseball, 
all right 
" 'I'm going out to see you play 


football this afternoon,' said Smith 
as he put the contract in his pocket. 


"I was lucky that day, nnd kicked 


two field-goals, against Pennsylvania, 
which was considered to be a great 
showing for a team from a small col- 
lege, in an early season game, regard- 
ed almost as a practice contest. Field- 
goals Daunted more then—five points 
eacn—and there were few men in the 
country who were good dropklckers.
